SAN Dire@o, May 7.—[By the “as. 
sociated Press.| ‘he sudden depart- 
ure of the Chilea@m steamer Itata last 
évening and the subsequent develop- 
ments caused considerable excitement 
in the city today. Deputy Marshal 
Spencer, whose real name is Spaulding, 
returned to the city last evening, hav- 
ing been put ashore at Ballast Point 
and remaining in concealment for a 
time. He made a statement today. 
Deputy Spaulding says the first intima- 
tion he had of the vessel’s preparations 


to leave was basty movements on the 


pari of the crew, and when the captain 
invited him to his cabin from the 
dining-room, he was surprised to find 
the steamer under full headway. He 
then made the following statement: 
“Going into the captain’s cabin, I 
was joined by three passengers. They 


exhibited revolvers and asked me if I: 


was armed, Capt. Manzeum acting as 
spokesman, He then said, ‘I have 
contraband goods on board and it is 
life or death with me.” He then, 
pointing his finger to his throat, said: 
‘See, this is whatit means.’ I was so 
dumfounded,that I could not answer. 
He then called two of the Chilean crew 
and they stood guard near the door, 
each armed with revolvers and a rifle. 
He then told’ me not to be alarmed, 
but that if I went out of the cabin 
during bis absence he would not be 
responsibie for what- would happen. 
He told me also that if I attempted to 
givea signorto jump overboard he 
would not be responsible for the re- 
sult.” 

THE PIRATE’S CANNON AND CREW. 

“About this time I noticed them 
lifting out of the hold four small, steel 
cannons which they immediately after 
placed in position on the upper deck, 
three of them on the forward part of 
he vessel, and one aft. All four of 
which guus they loaded in my pres- 
ende.

Whata glorious cli- 
mate! “Cyclone hour’ is, however, 
about 40’clock p. m. I would also like 
to ask the same editor, since he speaks 
of the equable climate of Iowa, if he 
has ever seen the mud in midwinter, so 
deep around Des Moines that but little 
communication could be had -with the 
surrounding country, and perhaps in a 
week communication would still be 
broken on account of the extreme 
depth of snow. Itis either too muc 
snow or too much mud. 

I have suffered more with. cold, on 
account of the damp atmosphere, 
crossing Walnut-street bridge to East 
Des Moines, in January, than 1 ever 
did in breezy Chicago, Northern Maine 
or at the ice palace in St. Paul.

Chairman 
Hughitt said the board had considered

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


WARNER MILLER REPORTS ON. 
ITS PROGRESS,’ 


The Work Going Forward Raplidiy— 
A Journey Through the Wilder- 
ness—The Engineering Dif- 
ficultiss not Great. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 7.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.} Hon. Warner Miller, 
president of the Nicaragua Canal Com- 
pany, returned tonight from a visit of 
inspection in ‘Nicaragua. In an inter- 
view he makes a most eucouraging re- 
port of the canal’s affairs. Two 
dredges are now at work and have 
already excavated the canal for a dis- 
tance of half a mile to a width of 
270 feet and wu depth of seventeen feet. 
Two other dredges will follpw these 
and complete the excavation to a depth 
of thirty feet, which is to be the depth 
of the completed canal. The .com- 
pany’s railroad along the line is now 
completed ten miles; and two miles 
more are graded and nearly. ready for 
track laying. The railroad will extend 
to a point on the San Juan River called 


_.| Ochoa where the river is to be dammed. 
_ This dam will raise the water of the 


San Juan River up tothe level of 
Lake Nicaragua, and fill the stream to 
that point, a distance of sixty-five 
6s. 

THROUGH THE WILDERNESS. 
After inspecting the work at Grey- 


}town and on the railroad the party 


made a march through the wilderness 
near the line of the canal to Ochoa. 
This was a -vork of great difficulty be- 
cuuse the entire distance was through 
an almost impenetrable tropical forest. 
The only paths through this forest 
were those made by engineers and sur- 
he distance was some thirty-five or 
forty miles, which the party succeeded 
in covering in three days, thus exam- 
ining the actual line of the proposed 
canal, and enabling all of the engi- 
neers to judge of the character of the 
work done and of the material, rock 
aud earth, that bad to be moved. They 
. were entirely satisfied with the exami- 
nation, The distunce from the lake to 
the Pacific on the western side is about 
sixteen miles. The country there is 
generally cleared, settled and- culti- 
vated. On this account the party 
were cnabled to make an investigation 
of the line on horseback. Throe days 
were spent herein examining the line 
of the canal from which toe forest has 
almost been cleared. The point where 
the canal leayes the lake for the 
Pacific is the !owest point of land in 
Nicaragua and presents the fewest 
obstacles to the cutting of the canal. 


above the water of the lake. 

: NO DIFFICULTIES 
of any kind present themselves on this 
side. Itis simply a matter of remov- 
ing a certain amount of earth. and the 
‘three locks which ure to be built will 
bring the canal dam to the level of the 
Pacific Ocean. All of the engineers 
expressed themselves as entirely satis- 
fied of the feasibility of the route and 
of the perfection of the plans of the 
engineers of the canal.
